Who  among 
us  did  not  feel  the  onset  of  a  whole 
new  area  of  moral  questions  when  we 
read  about  the  world’s  first  test-tube 
baby?  Who  among  us  did  not  recall 
the  High  Holy  Day  prayer,”  .  .  .  who 
by  fire  ...”  as  we  watched  with 
horror  the  death  of  six  New  York 
City  firemen  in  the  inferno  of  the 
flames  that  engulfed  them? 

In  spite  of  all,  the  summer  does 
afford  us  time  to  reflect,  to  think,  to 
meditate  and  to  gather  the  strength 
and  energy  to  face  a  New  Year.  And, 
with  all  the  eternally  optimistic  Jews 
who  seem  to  draw  an  endless  supply 
of  faith  from  a  bottomless  reservoir, 

I  say  that  we  continue  to  hope,  to 
pray  and  to  believe  in  the  future  of 
human  beings  and  the  world  they 
continue  to  create  as  partners  with 
Cod. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you 
soon,  in  good  health  and  in  good  spirit.

Repentance 

Am  I  governed  by  forces  beyond 
my  control?  By  my  childhood  experi¬ 
ences,  my  environment,  my  physical 
constitution?  Well,  yes  and  no!  There 
are  many  factors  that  influence  the 
way  a  person  acts  —  and  personal 
history,  environment  and  genetics  all 
do  play  a  part.  But,  according  to 
Judaism,  none  of  these  factors  has  the 
final  say.  Each  of  us  is  a  driver  who 
sits  behind  the  wheel,  steering  these 
many  givens  in  one  direction  or 
another.  Teshuvah,  the  Hebrew  word 
for  repentance,  means  turning.  And 
the  High  Holyday  season  is  a  special 
opportunity  to  turn  the  many  givens 
in  a  person’s  life  in  a  new  direction. 

The  Rabbis  described  this  situation 
very  graphically  when  they  spoke  of 
the  Book  which  is  opened  on  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  sealed  on  Yom  Kippur, 
the  book  appropriate  for  those  of  us 
who  are  neither  wholly  righteous  nor 
wholly  evil.  Life  or  death  —  of  the 
spirit  at  least — is  yet  to  be  decreed. 
The  record  written  of  our  lives  is  not 
submitted  in  advance,  but  our  deeds 
help  to  write  it. 

Repentance  is  an  experience  of  self- 
discovery.  It  is  an  experience  of  in¬ 
trospection  and  self-examination.  At 
the  High  Holyday  season,  it  is  the 
soul’s  annual  check-up,  which  yields 
the  prescription  that  each  of  us  needs. 

But  repentance  is  not  easy.  You 
have  to  learn  to  drive  or  to  conduct 
a  proper  medical  examination,  for 
these  are  not  skills  that  are  in-born. 
Nor  is  the  skill  of  repentance.  It  re¬ 
quires  hard  work  and  preparation  to 
have  any  effect  at  all. 

Begin  now,  through  the  study  ses¬ 
sions  offered  by  the  synagogue, 
through  taking  time  out  each  day  for 
meditation  and  contemplation,  so  that, 
come  the  High  Holydays,  you  will  be 
ready  “to  turn.”

READ  AGNON  BOOK 
PRIOR  TO  HOLYDAYS 

Good  preparation  of  the  High  Holy- 
days:  Days  of  Awe  by  S.  Y.  Agnon, 
a  Schocken  paperback,  contains  a 
wealth  of  traditions,  legends  and  com¬ 
mentaries  concerning  Rosh  Hashanah, 
Yom  Kippur  and  the  days  between. 


Musical  Notes 

Of  all  our  liturgical  music  traditions 
(“nusah”)  for  various  occasions  that 
have  been  preserved,  the  melos  of  the 
High  Holydays  are  the  most  elaborate, 
the  oldest,  the  most  numerous,  and 
probably  the  most  nostalgically  identi¬ 
fied.  Prayer  texts  that  are  recited  daily 
are  musically  “dressed”  in  very  special 
“Yom  Tov  clothing”.  The  Shema,  the 
Kedusha,  the  Reader’s  Kaddish,  and 
the  Barkhu  are  just  a  few  of  the  most 
familiar  examples  of  our  rich  High 
Holyday  "fixed”  tradition.  Within  that 
musical  framework,  cantors  and  com¬ 
posers  for  more  than  five  centuries 
have  created  devotional  song  for  con¬ 
gregational  singing,  for  cantorial  reci¬ 
tative,  and  for  choirs  of  various  levels. 

With  some  of  our  Jewish  people 
being  unaware  of  this  evolvement  of 
our  tradition,  I  am  frequently  asked 
why  we  sing  a  different  melody  to  a 
familiar  prayer.  With  an  ever-growing 
trend  toward  increased  congregational 
singing  to  spur  the  individual’s  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  service,  it  is  so 
vitally  important  that  this  be  done 
within  the  concept  of  tradition.  Nusah 
elements  must  be  the  foundation  of 
these  songs. 

I  believe  our  Hazzan  Emeritus,  David 
J.  Putterman  has  been  a  pioneer  in 
this  approach.  He  developed  a  whole 
body  of  congregational  singing  speci¬ 
fically  for  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom 
Kippur  as  well  as  special  songs  for 
the  Three  Festivals.  It  is  very  easy 
to  use  simply  “those  songs  people 
know”,  however  inappropriate  they 
might  be,  or  to  be  tempted  to  employ 
“catchy”  tunes  totally  out  of  charac¬ 
ter.  Through  Putterman’s  persistence 
and  dedication,  however,  the  singing  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  services  has 
attained  a  level  of  musical  integrity, 
within  tradition,  which  is  rarely  found. 
As  times  change,  we  add  additional 
melodies  to  our  congregational  singing 
repertoire;  but,  we  always  use  nusah 
tradition  as  the  basis  for  our  choice 
or  inspiration. 

I  urge  you  to  take  advantage  of 
Rabbi  Wechsler’s  Wednesday  evening 
workshop  seminars  during  the  month 
of  September.  You  can  learn  more 
about  the  background  of  the  Holydays 
and  familiarize  yourself  with  some  of 
the  many  songs,  both  old  and  new!

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Rabbi  Toubin  Retires 
From  P.A.S.  Pulpit 

Rabbi  Isaac  Toubin,  who  has  shared 
the  pulpit  with  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
during  the  High  Holidays  for  the  past 
17  years,  has  informed  the  congre¬ 
gation,  through  Rabbi  Nadich,  that  he 
will  be  unable  to  continue  in  this 
capacity  due  to  ill  health. 

In  a  letter  written  to  Rabbi  Nadich 
in  response  to  Rabbi  Nadich’s  invita¬ 
tion  to  once  again  join  him  for  the 
coming  High  Holy  Days,  Rabbi  Toubin 
said. 

“My  physical  condition  now  per¬ 
suades  me  that  I  shall  be  unable  to 
continue  with  High  Holy  Day  services 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  The  senti¬ 
ments  that  are  evoked  by  the  recollec¬ 
tion  of  17  years  of  pleasant,  friendly, 
and  sometimes  exhilarating  relation¬ 
ships  are  difficult  to  sever,  particu¬ 
larly  as  a  consequence  of  a  physical 
condition.” 

“However,  I  want  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  you  and  Hadassah  for 
the  many  years  of  warm  hospitality 
and  friendship;  to  the  officers  of  the 
congregation,  and  to  George  Shapiro, 
particularly,  because  I  have  come  to 
know  and  warmly  respect  many  of 
them;  and  to  the  members  of  the 
congregation  for  the  many  generous 
and  flattering  comments  which  some 
of  them  were  kind  enough  to  offer. 
I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  critics 
who  might  have  been  more  nearly 
correct,  but  were  polite  enough  to 
desist  from  criticism.” 

Rabbi  Toubin,  also,  will  be  retiring, 
in  the  near  future,  from  his  position 
as  Executive  Vice-President  of  the 
American  Association  for  Jewish  Edu¬ 
cation. 

He  has  won  the  respect  and  the 
affection  of  the  members  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  His  friendship 
with  Rabbi  Nadich  goes  back  to  the 
days  of  World  War  II  and,  even 
earlier,  to  student  days.  Fortunately, 
however,  he  and  Mrs.  Toubin  will 
continue  to  be  with  the  congregation, 
worshipping  with  us  during  the  High 
Holy  Days,  and  attending  services,  at 
various  times,  throughout  the  year.

Israel  Program  For 
High  School  Seniors 

The  National  Ramah  Commission  of 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America,  has  announced  the  opening 
of  enrollment,  for  the  sixth  season, 
of  its  Ramah  Kibbutz  Ulpan  program. 
The  program  offered  from  February 
to  June,  is  designed  for  teenagers  who 
will  be  entering  college  in  September 
1979.  It  is  conducted  at  Kibbutz  Ayn 
Tsurim,  a  religious  kibbutz,  located 
not  far  from  Ashkelon. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
provide  a  meaningful  Jewish  educa¬ 
tional  experience  in  Israel  for  teen¬ 
agers  in  the  last  half  of  their  senior 
year  of  high  school,  or  who  will  be 
graduating  at  mid-year.  This  is  a  time 
when,  by  and  large,  College  Board 
Examinations  have  been  taken,  appli¬ 
cations  to  universities  have  been 
submitted,  and  state  high  school  re¬ 
quirements  have  been  completed.  It 
is  the  goal  of  the  program,  in  these 
important  months  before  college,  to 
give  the  participants  a  vital  experience 
in  Jewish  living  and  learning. 

The  program  is  built  around  alter¬ 
nating  weeks  of  work  and  study.  The 
type  of  work  is  identical  to  that  done 
by  kibbutz  members.  While  the  classes 
offered  concentrate  on  spoken  Hebrew, 
they  also  provide  for  special  studies 
in  areas  such  as  the  theory  and 
practice  of  the  kibbutz,  Israeli  society, 
and  modern  Jewish  thought. 

Evenings  are  given  over  to  re¬ 
creational  activities,  group  meetings 
(primarily  to  explore  the  group’s  ex¬ 
periences),  guest  speakers,  meetings 
with  kibbutzniks,  and  free  time.  The 
presence  of  guests  who  share  signi¬ 
ficant  experiences  enriches  the  tra¬ 
ditional  Shabbat  meals  and  services. 
Special  activities  include  half  day 
trips  to  sites  of  interest,  two  longer 
excursions,  appropriate  holiday  cele¬ 
brations  and  a  free  Shabbat-and- 
Sunday  per  month.  An  adoption  pro¬ 
gram,  (volunteering  kibbutz  families 
adopt  each  ulpanik  for  visits,  advice, 
talk,  etc.),  has  been  particularly 
successful.  In  this  way  the  ulpaniks 
form  very  close  relationships  with  the 
kibbutz  members  and  their  families. 

The  fee  for  the  four  month  program 
is  $1,000,  including  round-trip  air  fare 
from  New  York.

Announces  Campaign 

The  new  Chairman  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Membership  Com¬ 
mittee,  William  Sherman,  has  already 
met  with  the  officers,  rabbis  and 
administrative  staff  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  to  analyze  our  precise  member¬ 
ship  needs.

the  next  year. 

Special  attention  will  also  be  given 
to  the  orientation  of  new  members  to 
assure  that  their  integration  into  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  warm,  and  ful¬ 
fills  their  religious,  educational  and 
cultural  needs. 

Programs  will  be  designed  to  intro¬ 
duce  new  members  to  the  professional 
staff,  lay  leaders  and  general  member¬ 
ship.  During  their  first  year  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  synagogue  family  they  will 
be  given  free  membership  in  affiliated 
arms.
